SHORT- CUTS TO GLAMOUR 



PERFUME FOR ALLURE 

Perfume goes hand in hand with romance. It 
speaks before a girl does. It introduces her as a per- 
sonality and leaves her as a memory — exciting, mys- 
terious, exotic, or romantic — depending upon the 
fragrance. 

PERFUME HARMONY 

Many girls make the mistake of attempting to mix 
unrelated tones in perfumes. Keep the fragrances in 
your bath accessories on the light, delicate side — un- 
less they are matched to the perfume you apply as a 
fint>hing touch. While it is not necessary that all 
your bath accessories match your perfume exactly, it 
is desirable that they should harmonize and be of 
the same genera! type. In other words, don't use bath 
accessories with a strong, spicy, Oriental tone if your 
perfume is a light floral one. 

PERFUME ACCESSORIES 

There are a score of these available today, each 
changing in its own way. Try the perfume in solid 
form. It comes in pretty little plastic boxes, which 
are especially nice to carry in your bag or, if you're 
on a trip, in your suitcase. These solid perfumes may 
be nibbed on any part of the body, but never, never 
use them on clothing or furs. 

Then there are eau de cologne and toilet water. 
Cologne is the more delicately perlumed of the two 
and may be used lavishly. You'll find it refreshing to 
rub on your forehead when you have a headache; 
you'll find it cooling to put it on your wrists and on 
the nape of your neck on hot days; and you'll enjoy 
it as a rubdown after your shower or bath. 

Toilet water is stronger and may be used in place 
of your perfume; it is particularly good for daytime 
or casual wear. 

Sachets are nice for your bureau drawers. Tuck 
them among your lingerie, gloves, and hankies — they 
will keep them constantly dainty. 

A new trick to keep your closet permanently fra- 
grant is to buy a scented lacquer. This lacquer is 
colorless and is easily applied over paint, just as you 
would a varnish. 

THE PERFUME YOU CHOOSE 

Too often we rush out and buy a bottle of per- 
fume because everyone is using it or because we heard 



it is alluring or because it comes in such a cute bottle. 
However, the only true way to choose a perfume is by 
trying it on yourself and asking yourself, "Does it 
do something for me?" 

By experimenting with various perfumes, you'll 
find the perfume that is right for you. You'll also 
learn that what is good for your sister may not be 
good for you. That is because the differences in skin 
chemistry change the character of a perfume. 

in buying perfume the wisest thing to do is to pur- 
chase the smallest bottle available at first : then when 
you find you react favorably to the perfume, that's 
time enough to purchase a larger size bottle. It's also 
a mistake to put your "all" into one bottle of perfume 
because for different occasions you'll want to use a 
different perfume. In the morning try a simple, con- 
servative fragrance. Then in the evening dress up 
with an ultra-feminine flower scent. For a party, wear 
something super-sophisticated. 

WEATHER HINTS 

Did you know that the effectiveness of your per- 
fumes can be ruled to a large extent by the weather? 
The amount of perfume you use should be in direct 
relationship to the temperature and weather condi- 
tions of the day. If the day is cool and clear, be 
lavish. If the day is rainy, be sparing and use only a 
few precious drops. 

Crisp, cool autumn weather is a perfect background 
for scents with the tang of heather, tweeds, barks, 
and spicy herbs. 

Winter is the season for your oriental scent, your 
alluring, musky perfume. 

Lavender, violets, and lilies of the valley seem to 
go hand in hand with spring. 

Summer ushers in a season that calls for something 
with an overall freshness and lightness. Try carnation, 
rose geranium, lemon verbena, or perhaps a bouquet 
of flower scents as your perfume. 

By the way, remember that at all times of the year 
perfume is sensitive. Keep it out of direct sunlight 
and away from heat to guard against evaporation or 
possible loss of character. 

PERFUME CUES' 

Just A Whiff ... A girl should use her perfume 
with such skill that when she's gone, you know she's 
been there. In your great-grandmother's time ladies 
put a spot of perfume on their fans to be gent iy wafted 
as they flirted. It was deemed discreet to touch the 



earlobe with scent. 

A Tip from France. The French often assure them- 
selves of using llieir perfume subtly by applying it 
on some portion of the body that's covered by cloth- 
ing. In that way the perfume must find its way out, 
and thus be subdued. 

To Bring Out the True Essence ... The best way to 
apply your perlume is to spray it on with an atomizer. 
If you prefer to use the stopper of your bottle of 
perfume, first wave it in the air for a moment to 
allow the alcohol fumes to evaporate and the true 
essence to emerge. 

Perfumed jewelry ... Many of the new jewelry 
pieces have little compartments where a bit of per- 
fume-saturated cotton may be tucked. Among these 
are earrings, » dangling jeweled wrist fob, and the 
new long necklaces thai have a silver filagree cluster 
which opens to make a little perfume container. 

Try a Heartwarmer . . . Heartwarmers are pretty 
little silk bags filled with a fragrant sachet. Dropped 
in a strategic place, such as the bra, they are infinitely 
alluring.
